The 
belief that back of every effect there must 
be a cause has* been wrought into the very 
oomrnon senw of.mankind. 
An I H e ck le s ( 
theory leaves the origin of matter ‘.ill un- i 
accounted for. 
The origin of matter and . 
the existence of tendencies or laws in mat* i 
ter seem inconceivable. 
The same is true t.sf | 
the 
origin of the Divine Being, but con­ 
fessedly this is removed from hum ui in- j 
vestigatiou, 
which can only take bold of j 
that 
which 
has 
soma relation to the 
organization of tho mind and body, an 1 God 
has not. 
But we gain nothing by excluding ' 
divine intelligence, and to include it smooths ; 
the w ay of investigation and is agreeable j 
to the nature of the human mind.“

The doctrine of ev olution at first seeine I 
to destroy the fact of intelligent design in 
creation. 
So the agnostic school, which in­ 
cludes some of th© noblest spirits of our 
day , sprang up.

Faley ’s celebrated* argument of design wa» 
illustrated by a man finding a watch and in­ 
ferring, from its adaptation to the pupa** 
of keeping time, that it was the worked an 
intelligent being. 
But suppose the same 
man should be token to a factory where 
thousands of watches are turned out by ma­ 
chinery ev ery day without being touched 
by 
human hands, ex ospt to put the parte to 
gether, would he not be still more profoundly 
impressed by the ev idence of inteUigeno in 
the designer of the machinery adapted to 
such wonderful work! 


As to special providence, no doctrine wa« 


more explicitly taught by J«su* Christ thaa
